The American Bible Society has, 
during the past five-year period, dis- 
tributed 8,213,070 copies of Bibles and 
Testaments, portions, etc., to the 
Army, Navy, and Merchant Marine. 
Of these, 5,500,000 were streamlined 
Testaments for Service men of various 
ranks. The Bible at present is the 
world’s greatest seller. It is required 
to be read in public schools in eleven 
states, permitted to be read in thirty- 
three, and prohibited in three states. 
The Bible will still be young and in 
full dress when all its enemies are 
dead.

Up Again 

A report coming out of New York 
City, dated July 28, states that after 
a supposed silence of fourteen 
months, the Communists have re- 
organized. William Z. Foster, former 
presidential candidate of that ticket, 
is expected to take the leadership of 
the new organization. Since President 
Truman is a Christian it was expected 
for some months by noted writers 
that the Communists would organize 
again. This has happened and it is 
common news that the Communists 
fear Truman who is reported to be 
clearing Washington of Reds.

Crime Increase 

“WASHINGTON, July 27—The 
FBI today reported an 8.4 per cent 
upswing in crime from January to 
July over the same period last year. 
An FBI survey based on statistics 
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from 392 citiesof more than 25,000 
population showed: 

“A 4.3 per cent increase in murder 
and non-negligent homicide; 9 per 
cent in rape; 10 per cent in robbery; 
11.3 per cent in aggravated assault; 
12.1 per cent in burglary; 7:9 per cent 
in larceny, and 4.6 per cent in auto- 
mobile theft. Negligent manslaughter 
declined 1.6 per cent. 

“A comparison of records received 
from cities of more than 100,000 popu- 
lation for the first six months of the 
prewar year 1939 with the same period 
of 1945 showed an increase this year 
of 46.2 per cent in aggravated assault; 
35.7 percent in rape, and 14.5 per 
cent in automobile theft the report 
added.”

Marriage in Britain 

The Methodist Conference at Not- 
tingham is stated to have “deplored” 
the “rapid decline in Great Britain’s 
moral standards, due to falling off in 
religious faith.” Causes cited were 
“steady growth of drinking habit, 
gambling, and irregularity in sex re- 
lations.” One child in eight was re- 
ported to have been born out of wed- 
lock. One marriage in ten was report- 
ed to have broken down. It was furth- 
er cited that “increase in divorce—in- 
dicated a weakened sense of the 
sacredness of marriage, while in- 
creased juvenile delinquency revealed 
a grave deficiency in the quality of 
home life.”

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Che Baptism of the Ftoly Ghost 


“Then remembered I the word of 
the Lord, how that he said, John in- 
deed baptized with water; but ye shall 
be baptized with the Holy Ghost,” 
Acts 2:16. 

This is a great subject and I am 
sure that I won’t be able to go into all 
the deep things that this subject 

ontains, as I feel as one of the least 
f God’s ministers, but by the help of 
God I will do my best. 

There are many religious people 
that claim they have the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost, and some claim that 
people don’t get the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost like the apostles did. I 
want you to note carefully this text. 
What caused the Apostle Peter to 
speak these words: “But ye shall be 
baptized with the Holy Ghost’? If you 
will look at Acts 1:5 you will see the 
words of the Lord. Now that the 
baptism in the Holy Ghost is a New 
Testament teaching and is for the 
church today, all people will be seen 
in the following scripture. Please read 
every one of them carefully and 
prayerfully: Matt. 3:11; Luke 3:16; 
Mark 1:8; St. John 1:33. 

Someone may say it was just for the 
twelve apostles and the gospel never 
started until after Pentecost, but wait, 
let’s look at the Bible—Mark 1:1, the 
beginning of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ; also Luke 16:16, “The law and 
the prophets were until John: since 
that time the kingdom of God is 
preached, and every man presseth in- 
to it.” 

The baptism of the Holy Ghost is 
also called the anointing. Jesus was 
the first to receive this anointing, 
Luke 3:21; 4:1; Acts 10:38; Hebrews 

:9. Jesus has left us an example and 
we should follow His steps. 1 Peter 
2:21. The church at Corinth received 
this anointing. 2 Cor. 1:21, 22. See 1 
John 2:27, also verse 20. 

Why we need the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. First, because it is the 
will of God, Eph, 5:17, 18. Second, be- 
cause it is God’s commandment. 
John 14:15; Acts 1:4, 5. Third, it is 
God’s promise. Luke 24:49; Acts 1:4; 
2:38, 39. Fourth, it gives power for 
service. Acts 1:8. Fifth, it is the 
anointing that makes us kings and 
priests. Rev. 5:10; 20:6. The Holy 

host is called the Comforter. Let us 
look at St. John 14:16. Jesus said, “I 
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will pray the Father, and he shall give 
you another Comforter.” In the 26th 
verse He tells us that the Comforter 
is the Holy Ghost. The 15th chapter, 
26th verse, says the Comforter will 
testify. Some one may say that He 
was just talking to the twelve apos- 
tles. Let us look at the first to the 
third verses: “Let not your heart be 
troubled: ye believe in God, believe 
also in me. In my Father’s house are 
many mansions: .... I go to prepare 
a place for you.” 


Now I want to stress the pronoun 
YOU. If that Comforter which is the 
Holy Ghost was just for the apostles 
then the place that Jesus has gone to 
prepare ‘would be just for the apostles. 
But why not accept the Holy Ghost as 
well as the place Jesus has gone to 
prepare? 

You may ask anyone if he believes 
the place that Jesus went to prepare 
is for all Christians or Christian peo- 
ple and he will tell you right now, 
“Yes.” But ask him if he believes the 
Holy Ghost is for every one and he 
will hesitate to tell you yes. 


Now back to the text: “Then re- 
membered I the word of the Lord.” 
Notice the verse preceding this verse, 
15: “And as I began to speak, the Holy 
Ghost fell on them as on us at the be- 
ginning. Then remembered I the word 
of the Lord.” Some one said the Holy 
Ghost ended after Pentecost, or the 
apostles’ days “whether there be 
tongues they shall cease,” etc. Speak- 
ing with tongues is the initial evi- 
dence of the Holy Ghost, Acts 2:4; 
10:44-46; 19:1-6. Speaking with 
tongues is the Word of the Lord. 
See Mark 16:17; Acts 2:4; 10:44-46; 
19:1-6. When did the Word of the 
Lord pass away? See Matt. 24:35. This 
says, “Heaven and earth shall pass 
away, but my words shall not pass 
away.” Peter said, “Then remembered 
I the Word of the Lord.” See 1 Peter 
1:25. “The Word of the Lord endureth 
forever.” Jesus said the Holy Ghost 
may abide with you forever, St John 
14:16, 17. 

We are living in the Holy Ghost 
dispensation, and as He is the One 
that is doing the office work and is 
reproving or convincing the world of 


sin and of righteousness and judg- 
ment, he will therefore carry on this 
work until the completion of this age. 

I want to call your attention again 
to the anointing. 1 John 2:27. This 
was the year of 90 A. D. that John was 
admonishing these saints. “‘But the 
anointing which ye have received of 
him abideth in you, and ye need not 
that any man teach you: but as the 
same anointing teacheth you of all 
things, and is truth, and is no lie, and 
even as it hath taught you, ye shall 
abide in him.” This anointing is the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. See St. 
John 14:26, “But the Comforter, which 
is the Holy Ghost, whom the Father 
will send in my name, he shall teach 
you all things.” If the anointing 
teacheth you all things and the Holy 
Ghost teachest you all things, surely 
the anointing is the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. We hear much said about 
the qualifying for the bride of Christ. 
I think there is something here that 
will pay each individual to look into. 
1 Peter 1:9 says we are a royal priest- 
hood. Rev. 5:10 says we are kings and 
priests. Rev. 20:6 says we shall be 
priests. Now in the qualifications for 
a priest, one outstanding feature is he 
must be anointed, and if the anoint- 
ing represents the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, thento bea priest. we 
must have this baptism. Also, if we 
are to be kings we must be anointed. 
The apostle Peter said the Holy Ghost 
is for you and your children, and all 
afar off. Acts 2:38, 39. He also said He 
is given to them that will obey. Acts 
5:32. Truly Jesus is calling to the 
thirsty, “Come and drink.” John 
7:38. If we refuse the call, what then? 
Acts 3:22. If you don’t have this 
blessing, will you seek Him earnestly? 
The Lord is soon coming. Get ready. 
May God richly bless each one who 
reads this.

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Paul’s Last Letter 


MRS. RUTH STARNES 


2 Tim. 4:6-18 

Verse 6, “For I am now ready to be 
offered, and the time of my departure 
is at hand.” 

Paul was a Jew, born in Tarsus, a 
city of Cilicia. He was brought up at 
the feet of Gamaliel, the great doctor 
of Jewish law, so he was well learned 
in the law. Paul was a Pharisee. This 
was a religious sect of people who 
studied the law and added many oral 
laws to the written law, thus making 
them the more burdensome. Paul was 
zealous for God in the law of Moses, 
but he persecuted the Christians un- 
til God struck him down with the 
bright light from heaven, on the road 
to Damascus. Paul realized at once 
that this was God, so he said, “Lord, 
what shall I do?” Jesus told him to 
go on into the city and it would be 
told him there what to do. Paul was 
without sight and did neither eat nor 
drink for three days. Then Ananias 
was sent to Paul and when he had 
laid his hands on him he received his 
sight. Immediately after this Paul 
preached Jesus Christ as the Son of 
God. 


Paul shows us what he had to boast 
of as a Jew and a Pharisee. Phil. 3:4, 
“,... If any other man thinketh that 
he hath whereof he might trust in 
the flesh, I more: Circumcised the 
eighth day, of the stock of Israel, of 
the tribe of Benjamin, an Hebrew of 
the Hebrews; as touching the law, a 
Pharisee.” He had as much to boast of 
as any Jew, yet he said, “What things 
were counted gain to me, those I 
counted loss for Christ.” These things 
were insufficient to enrich him in 
Christ, but they were enough to ruin 
him if he trusted in them in opposi- 
tion to Christ. 

Our scripture lesson is Paul’s dying 
testimony to young Timothy. Paul is 
here at Rome. The Holy Ghost wit- 
nessed in every city that bonds and 
afflictions did abide him. Paul was an 
old soldier of Jesus Christ and Timo- 
thy was but newly enlisted. So this 
message was a great comfort to the 
young evangelist. The courage and 
comfort of dying saints, especially dy- 
ing martyrs, is always a great con- 
firmation of the truth of Christian 
religion and a great encouragement

to living saints and ministers in their 
works. 

Paul exhorts Timothy to preach the 
Word. It is not his own fancies and 
notions he is to preach, but the plain 
Word of God. He is to call upon those 
under his charge to repent and be- 
lieve the gospel. He is to preach 
whether in season or out of season. 
Timothy is urged to reprove them, 
that is, to convince people of the evil 
and danger of their wicked ways. He 
is to rebuke them with authority, in 
Christ’s name. He is to exhort them 
with authority, in Christ’s name. He 
is to exhort them with all longsuffer- 
ing of doctrine. In other words, per- 
suade them to hold on, to endure to 
the end, caution them with patience, 
teach them the truth by instilling 
good principles in them. 

Paul tells Timothy to do the work of 
an evangelist. The office of the evan- 
gelists was, as the apostles’ deputies, 
to water the churches the apostles 
had planted, until they were 
settled under a standing ministry. 
This was a great work that was en- 
trusted Timothy, therefore he must 
make full proof of his ministry. He 
was not to be discouraged even 
though he might meet with difficul- 
ties and hardships in his work. He 
was to execute his office with pa- 
tience, watching in all things, so as 
not to let an opportunity of any kind 
pass by. He was to watch over the 
souls in his care, guide, and direct 
them. 

The reason this charge needed to be 
enforced was because heresies and 
errors were likely to creep into the 
church, corrupting the minds of many 
professing Christians. There would be 
some, Paul said, who would not en- 
dure sound doctrine. Now while the 
fields are white, Timothy is encour- 
aged to be busy planting the truth, so 
when the storms do come the Chris- 
tians may be established. 

There are people who grow weary 
of the truth and turn aside to false 
teachers, accepting fables instead of 
the truth of God’s Word. These are 
after their own lust, seeking natural, 
fleshly things instead of the sound 
doctrine of Christ. But the Word of 
God will stand even when heaven and 


earth pass away. Let this be an ex- 
ample to us to have open hearts to re- 
ceive God’s Word in preference to 
man’s ideas and creeds. 

There is always something special 
about the last words of loved ones. 
Sometimes they reveal their inner 
character and life. These last words 
of Paul reveal his great character and 
show the results of his work for God. 
We are not left to faintly guess what 
he means, for there is a telling ring to 
his voice, his mind is clear, his words 
are emphatic, and they speak forth 
volumes of truth. Let us lend our mm 4 
to catch the words of this last letter 
of Paul. 

We see here a perfect resignation. 

“T am now ready to be offered.” He 
is resigned to God’s will, satisfied with 
whatever comes his way. He had done 
the work of his day. He could look 
back upon his experience with a great 
deal of pleasure and satisfaction. Paul 
was like someone packed up and 
ready to step on board the ship that 
would carry him to a better country. 
He calls dying his departure. Death 
to a good man is merely his_ release 
from the imprisonment of this world 
and his removal into a far better one. 
At one time we see Paul in a strait 
about this. Phil. 1:23, 24, “For I am in 
a strait betwixt two, having a desire 
to depart and to be with Christ which 
is far better. Nevertheless to abide in 
the flesh is more needful for you.” 
Paul, knowing he is soon to depart, is | 
perfectly willing to go, waiting pa- 
tiently until the very minute came. 

There is an assured success in his 
letter. “I have fought a good fight, I 
have finished my course, I have kept 
the faith.” He was confident that his 
life and testimony, as a servant of 
God, had been no failure, but that it 
had been successful. When laborers 
are removed out of their work, it 
should cause those left behind to be 
more diligent. As a warrior he nad 
fought a good fight. The life of a 
Christian is a warfare. We are con- 
tinually warring against the enemy 
of our souls and his wicked works. 
There is a conflict with corruption, 
temptation, and the opposition of the 
powers of darkness. Itis a fight of 
faith and we are supplied with spirit- 
ual weapons. We, like Paul, can be as- | 
sured of success if we keep faith in 
God, stay in unity with Him, and 
trust Him to the end. 

As a racer, Paul had abode in the 
course and honorably finished one 4 
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race. Yes, we are in a race to heaven 
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We must run many times, but run pa- 
tiently. Heb. 12:1, “Wherefore seeing 
we also are compassed about with so 
great a cloud of witnesses, let us lay 
aside every weight, and the sin which 
doth so easily beset us, and let us run 
with patience the race that is set be- 
fore us.” Our race is marked out by 
the Word of God and by the examples 
of the faithful servants of God. 

As one who had been entrusted with 
the Word, Paul had kept the faith. He 
had kept the doctrines of the gospel, 
protected them, and guarded them 
with his life. He said on one occasion, 
“T have not shunned to declare unto 
you all the counsel of God.” 


Paul has a joyful hope before him. 
“Henceforth there is laid up for me 
a crown of righteousness.” Although 
Nero had a sword laid up for Paul, 
Christ, as the righteous judge, had a 
crown laid up for him. The Lord 
rightfully bestows honor upon those 
that faithfully serve Him. James 1:12, 
“Blessed is the man that endureth 
temptation: for when he is tried, he 
shall receive the crown of life, which 
the Lord hath promised to them that 
love him.” Christ will reward us for 
our labors here. Paul could see beyond 
Nero’s block to his reward that was 
awaiting him. Christ is the object and 
ground of the believer’s hope. Asa 
forerunner of His people, Christ has 
gone within the vail to prepare a 
place for those that trust Him. 

Paul had some painful experiences. 
Surely it was with a grieved heart 
that the aged apostle told of Demas, 
who had forsaken him for the love of 
the world. Today, even as in Paul’s 
day, we see people turn their backs on 
God for the worldly things of this 
life. We know it is impossible to serve 
God if the love for the world is in our 
hearts. A divided heart will not func- 
tion correctly. Paul also mentions 
Alexander the coppersmith, who had 
done him much evil. 

In speaking of other sufferings, 
Paul tells us in 2 Cor. 11:24, 25, “Of 
the Jews five times received I forty 
stripes save one. Thrice was I beaten 
with rods, once was I stoned, thrice I 
suffered shipwreck, a night and a day 
I have been in the deep.” Then he 
suffered hunger, thirst, and in cold 
and nakedness. He said no one stood 
with him in his first trial. This seems 
strange, when there were so many 
Christians at Rome, but perhaps they 
were afraid of suffering with Paul as 
they left him. We see that Paul had 
trials from his friends as well as op- 
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position from his enemies. This same 
thing is true in the lives of many to- 
day. 

In this letter we see Paul’s forgiv- 
ing love. “I pray God that it may not 
be laid to their charge.” Jesus left us 
this example of forgiveness for when 
He was hanging on the cross He prayed 
for His enemies. Many times a child 
of God may be forced to stand alone 
in the midst of suffering and hard- 
ships, yet he is not alone for God is 
with him. Jesus said, “In the world ye 
shall have tribulation, but be of good 
cheer, I have overcome the world.” 
To overcome the evil actions of others 
with good, requires the grace of God, 
yet He says, “My grace is sufficient.” 
There is all we need in Him. Jesus 
teaches us to love our enemies, to 
bless them that curse us, to do good 
to those that hate us and to pray for 
those that despitefully use us, that we 
may be the children of God. 

In this testimony from Paul we see 
a divine faithfulness. “Notwithstand- 
ing, the Lord stood with me and 
strengthened me; that by me the 
preaching might be fully known, and 
that all the Gentiles might hear...” 
This proves the unfailing faithfulness 
of our God and Savior. The Lord gave 
Paul strength to preach the gospel at 
the bar as well as in the pulpit. If God 
is for us, He will more than make up 
for the absence of our friends. Prov. 
2:8, “He keepeth the paths of judg- 
ment and preserveth the way of his 
saints.” In giving His commission to 
the disciples, Jesus said, “Lo, I am 
with you alway.” Even though our 
friends stand by our bed until the 
breath leaves our body, this is as far 
as they can go; but Jesus can go all 
the way. Thank God, we will not be 
called upon to endure any hardships 
without the presence of God. He does 
not lead us anywhere that He hasn’t 
already gone. 

We see the unfailing confidence 
that Paul had in God, by his last 
words, “And the Lord shall deliver me 
from every evil work and will preserve 
me unto his heavenly kingdom. To 
whom be glory for ever and ever. 
Amen.” There is no shadow of a doubt 
or tremor of fear in this noble man’s 
heart, as to his present safety and his 
eternal destiny. In 2 Tim. 1:12 Paul 
says, “For I know whom I have be- 
lieved, and am persuaded that he is 
able to keep that which I have com- 
mitted unto him against that day.” 
Praise the Lord! Paul was bold in his 
testimony for Christ, because of what 


Christ had done for him. As the Great 
Physician, Christ had healed Paul’s 
soul. As the Good Shepherd, Christ 
had supplied his soul’s needs. As the 
Pilot of life, Christ had directed Paul’s 
course of life. 

Paul knew Christ by his personal 
meeting on the Damascus road, by his 
communion with Christ, and by his 
experiences as a Christian. Paul had 
a victorious past, a peaceful present, 
and a blissful future. Let each of us 
profit by the dying testimony of this 
precious saint of God. God bless each 
reader.

The word Ephesus means to let go 
or relar. Therefore, it is not at all 
surprising that the Lord Jesus filed 
the complaint, “Thou hast left thy 
first love,” against the Ephesian 
church, for the church had started 
coasting, free wheeling, if you please, 
and, of course, this means that it was 
going downhill—yes, going down! 

But, the very fact that they were 
going down gives them credit for 
having been up, up on the very top of 
these credits: First, they were pa- 
tient; second, they were workers— 
yea, laborers; third, had nothing in 
common with evildoers; fourth, had 
the courage to expose and denounce 
those making claims to apostleship; 
fifth, had been burden-bearers, re- 
sponsible, trustworthy; sixth, they 
were of the same attitude of Christ 
toward the Nicolaitans—hated their 
deeds. (The Nicolaitans believed that 
the ministers constituted a holy order 
that should be separated from the 
laity, somewhat like the priestly order 
under the Levitical laws.) Christ and 
His Church are still of the same at- 
titude of the Ephesian church. There’s 
no place for lords over God’s heri- 
tage. Seventh, they had not faint- 
ed while meriting all these compli- 
ments. What a record and how many 
churches fall far beneath it! 

“Nevertheless,” says Christ, “I have 
somewhat against you because thou 
hast left thy first love.” 

Yes, they had relared to take in- 
ventory of their accomplishments, 
battles fought, victories won, and had 
become “at ease in Zion.” It had be- 
come the “used to” type of church— 
pastor and members alike. They had 
relaxed and intentionally or unin- 
tentionally, knowingly or ignorantly, 
at the same time, had “let go” of love! 
This default was so enormous and 
tragic as to hurl all the accomplish- 
ments of the church far, far to the 
background. 

I just wonder how many of the near 
400,000 local churches of the 256 de- 
nominations in the U.S.A. are under 
the same divine indictment. Then, 
if we were in position to correctly 
register the love for God, neighbors 
and the church in the hearts of the 
500,000,000 professed Christians 
throughout the world, don’t you fear

that the check up would show low love 
pressure? 

Now coming to our own denomina- 
tion with its 100,000 members, includ- 
ing 900 bishops, 599 deacons, and 
2,200 evangelists, the question is, 
What is our love rating? In other 
words, how many of us Church of God 
ministers and members have first 
love? It must be normal or subnor- 
mal, high or low, first, second, third, 
lukewarm, or something! We must 
not forget that, after all, our status is 
by no means a secret. For whether we 
be laymen, exhorters, deacons, teach- 
ers, Y.P.E. leaders, L.W.W.B. presi- 
dents, evangelists, pastors, district 
pastors, state overseers, department- 
al executives or supervisors, or gen- 
eral officials, keep in mind that there 
is a public thermometer over our lives 
and works that somehow the people 
read or hear about it all over the 
world. 


If “first (divine) love” fills and 
motivates our hearts, it is of God, for 
God is love, the first love. He gave to 
the world the first expression of love, 
“His only begotten Son.” Jesus be- 
came first love for and to the Church. 
“Christ loved the church and gave 
himself for it.” 

“First (divine) love” is received 
when we actually receive Christ Jesus. 
We can best manifest and demon- 
Strate that love asmembers of His 
representative body, “the Church of 
God.” By “first love” the local church 
succeeds; a district,a state makes 
progress; and as a consequence, the 
general Church expands and goes 
forward, gaining favor with God and 
man. 


Since we earnestly desire that this 
be the good fortune of the Church of 
God, as a safeguard against indiffer- 
ence and becoming anemic, subject 
ourselves to this serious indictment 
“Thou hast left thy first love,” let us 
ever keep this noted logbook of a 
notable missionary sailor before us: 


“Though I speak with the tongues 
of men and of angels, and have not 
charity, I am become as sounding 
brass, or a tinkling cymbal. And 
though I have the gift of prophecy, 
and understand all mysteries, and all 
knowledge; and though I have all 


faith, so that I could remove moun- 
tains, and have not charity, I am 
nothing. And though I bestow all my 
goods to feed the poor, and though I 
give my body to be burned, and have 
not charity, it profiteth me nothing. 
Charity suffereth long and is kind; 
charity envieth not; charity vaunteth 
not itself, is not puffed up, Doth not 
behave itself unseemly, seeketh not 
her own, is not easily provoked, 
thinketh no evil; Rejoiceth not in iniq- 
uity, but rejoiceth in the truth; 
Beareth all things, believeth all 
things, hopeth all things, endureth 
all things. Charity never faileth: but 
whether there be prophecies, they 
shall fail; whether there be tongues, 
they shall cease; whether there be 
knowledge, it shall vanish away. For 
we know in part, and we prophesy in 
part. But when that which is perfect 
is come, then that which is in part 
shall be done away. When I was a 
child, I spake as a child, I understood 
as a child, I thought as a child: but 
when I became a man,I put away 
childish things. For now we_ see 
through a glass, darkly; but then face 
to face: now I know in part; but then 
shall I know even as also I am known. 
And now abideth faith, hope, charity, 
these three; but the greatest of these 
is charity.”

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NEWS FROM SOUTH INDIA 
Beloved Co-workers, 

“Thanks be unto God who always 
causeth us to triumph in Christ.” 

Since it has been some time since we 
have written a letter for the Evangel, 
we have much to tell you. Many of 
you will probably know by now that 
our son George is in the United States 
for a much-needed rest, having been 
in India for over eighteen years with- 
out a furlough. We hope you will meet 
him while he is there. We praise the 
Lord for the added strength He is giv- 
ing us for extra duties, especially to 
Brother Cook. ’ 

At the time the word came that 
George could leave India, meetings 
were already arranged in Calicut and 
Brother Cook felt that he must go as 
he had promised, so although it was 
very hard to do so, he said, “Good-bye,” 
to George two days before George had 
to leave us and went to Calicut. The 
Lord confirmed that this was His will 
by greatly blessing in the meetings. 
The saints were much encouraged by 
his messages and some outsiders were 


stirred. On the last Sunday, at the 


Lord’s supper, there was a real down- 
pour of blessing and great liberty in 
the Spirit. 

We were in Ootacamund, one of our 
hill stations, for part of the hot sea- 
son. Since we could not get a house, 
we had not been there for two years, 
but we were glad to see that the work 
had been growing even though we 
have not had just the workers we 
have wanted to help there. 


A woman who was demon-possessed 
has been completely delivered in the 
name of Jesus. Aman whowas de- 
mon-possessed, living in a village 
about six miles from Ootacamund, 
came to our hall for prayer, about a 
year ago. Since he did not get full de- 
liverance, he sometimes came to our 
hall for several days at a time for 
prayer. From time to time God has 
shown him things which he has had 
to make right. He is much better 
than he was before, but is attacked by 
the enemy at times; we ask you to 
pray especially for his full deliver- 
ance. As a result of what God has 
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done for him, his wife, her brother, her 
mother, and others have been saved 
and nine have been baptized from 
that village. During a meeting in 
their home this man’s wife received 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit. 

One sister in our church in Ootaca- 
mund has been seeking the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit for some time and 
she finally received Him while alone 
in her own home. She is so happy in 
the Lord and spends much time either 
praying or reading her Bible. Her 
husband, who is a policeman, is a 
member of our church, but has not 
time to regularly attend the serv- 
ices. 

We had a very blessed convention 
while in Ootacamund in the Y.M.C.A. 
lecture hall and the attendance was 
good. Our people would march from 
the hall singing along the way or call- 
ing out verses. The Word of God was 
given out under the anointing of the 
Holy Spirit and we believe saints who 
attended were built up in the faith. 


In April Brother Cook was in Ma- 
dras for some special meetings and 
was encouraged by the results and the 
interest shown there. We have recent- 
ly been able to secure a hall for meet- 
ings in a different locality than where 
we have been working and here we 
have a good Sunday School. Brother 
Cook was so enthusiastic over this 
Sunday School when he saw over one 
hundred Hindu children present the 
Sunday he was there. In these we see 
some of the future pillars of the 
church, if they are well trained in the 
Word of God. I quote from a letter 
from a lay worker in Madras who 
takes great interest in the work, a let- 
ter written shortly before Brother 
Cook was in Madras. 

We are having an enviable Sunday 
School in our new hall. Last Sunday 
the attendance was _ seventy-six, 
mostly Hindu students. I had a very 
jolly time with those sweet little 
things. I am unable to take a leading 
part in it owing to my railway duties. 
Anyhow the school mistress of whom 
I had written to you, takes real in- 
terest. It is because of her influence 
as the head mistress of one of the 














schools, that most of her students 
regularly attend the Sunday School. 
We are planning to have it organized 
in such a way as to top the list of 
Church of God Sunday Schools in 
India. We are also having another 
Sunday School at Mr. Paul’s house. 

In the midst of darkening clouds 
around us, we praise the Lord for the 
bright light of the gospel of Christ 
and for open doors still to work for 
Him in this land. Pray for us.-—Yours 
for lost souls, Bertha N. Cook. 





Pray for Release of Missionary 


I have been corresponding with the 
British Embassy concerning the re- 
lease of our Brother Herman Lauster, 
who is our missionary to Germany 
and who is now being held as a Ger- 
man prisoner of war in England. Fol- 
lowing is my latest letter from the 
British Embassy from which you will 
see that we are going to have to pray 
much for God to work the matter out. 
“Dear Mr. Cross: 

“With reference to your letter of the 
5th of July, I have noted your com- 
ment regarding Mr. Lauster’s person- 
al convictions. 

“As you are aware, however, Mr. 
Lauster is held as a German prisoner 
of war, and at the present time no 
provisions exist. for the release of any 
category of German prisoner of war 
from the custody in the United King- 
dom.I am afraid, therefore, that 
there are no steps which could be tak- 
en looking towards his release.” 

We highly appreciate the desires of 
the British people to give justice to all 
concerned, but, of course, you will un- 
derstand that all Germans who are 
taken as prisoners of war will now 
claim that they were never in favor 
of Nazism. There is no question at all 
that the British will be happy to re- 
lease Brother Lauster as soon as they 
are convinced that he is not, and has 
never been, a Nazi, but that he was 
drafted into the service against his 
will. Please join us in prayer that the 
Lord will work this thing out. 

You will remember that when he 
was held a prisoner in the concentra-

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For three weeks here in Canton. 
Ohio, we really invaded enemy terri- 
tory. Talk about invading the Japa- 
nese homeland, we have a beachhead 
here in Canton that the devil will long 
remember. We have had a glorious 
three-week revival with Rev. Fred 
Jernigan as evangelist. The Lord 
blessed us through the good messages 
he brought us from night to night. 


This revival was held especially in 
the interest of the young people of our 
church and community and we made 
a desperate effort to rescue them 
from the prison house of sin and did 
rescue a goodly number. Sometimes 
the crowd wasn’t large but the glory 
of God was great. One night about six 
were saved and four received the Holy 
Ghost. Another night three received 
the Holy Ghost. As near as we could 
count, there were twenty-six saved, 
twenty sanctified, and thirteen filled 
with the Holy Ghost, twelve of these 
filled were young people, and they’re 
really ready to work for God. Every- 
one is so happy we hardly know how 
to praise God enough for the way He 
blessed in this revival. There were 
eight baptized in water and three 
added to the church. 

One big feature along with our re- 
vival was the daily vacation Bible 
school directed by Sister Ella Bressler. 
There was an enrollment of one hun- 
dred eighty-five and there were 
twenty-one different denominations 
represented. The children had a won- 
derful time and presented a very in- 
teresting program on Saturday, July 
28. We feel that our church was great- 
ly helped and blessed by this school. 

We’re thankful for the way in 
which all the people in Canton church 
cooperated with our good pastor, 
Brother Hodges, Brother Jernigan, 
and Sister Bressler. I still say we 
wrested some mighty material from 
the devil; we helped to win 
young men and women that I feel 
sure are going to fill a great place in 
God’s vineyard.
